It is readihfe manifest to even the casual observer, 


that President Witeon has never made practical use of 
the authority 'given him under the provisions of the 
Overman-Act to bring about co-ordination among the 
various departments of the government.

Attorney General Pal- 
mer has available for his use conclusive evidence that 
would justify prosecutions against those who sell sugar 
at twenty cents. If he can induce the war department 
to ro-operate with him he can easily ascertain where
